New York, January 28.—President 


Wilson returned to Washington early 
today, leaving a message to Ameri- 
cans to prepare for a time when the 
international relations of the coun- 
try may not be so bright as today 
Frankly admitting his change 
of 


tnind on the preparedness during the 
year, he called upon Americans to 
insist upon a body of 500,000 trained 
citizens, who will serve as a national 
military reserve immediately avail- 
able under conditions of danger. 


His utterances here were regarded 


as expressing the keynote of the pre- 
paredness campaign throughout the 
middle west upon which he starts to- 
day. 
He spoke before the railway 


business association, at a meeting 
of 700 clerygmen, and at a banquet 
of the motion picture board of trade 


"I cannot tell you what the inter- 


national relations of the country will 
be tomorrow," said the president, at 
the railway business association ban- 
quet. 
"And I would not dare keep 


silent and let the country suppose 
that tomorrow was certain 
to be 


bright as today." 


Applause greeted 
his 
assertions 


that "I always accept, 
perhaps by 


some impulse of my native blood, the 
invitation to a 
fight," 
and that 


"While America stands for peace, its 
people are ready at any time to fight 
for the vindication of their charac- 
ter and their honor." 


Suffragists who attempted to ob- 


tain from the president a promise to 
support a woman suffrage 
amend- 


ment to the federal 
constitution, 


were disappointed today by 
their 


failure to elicit anything more than 
a reassertion of his opinion that the 
suffrage issue should be settled by 
the states. 


Not the least interesting phase of 


the president's visit was his speech 
to the motion picture board of trade, 
where his outspoken comments on 
"liars" and their efforts to deceive 
him as to the Mexican situation and 
the expression of his views of men 
who attempted to "humbug" him, 
stirred his audience to laughter. 


The president put in a sixteen hour 


day and after leaving his car yester- 
day morning at 8:30 a. m. did not re- 
turn to it for the trip back to Wash- 
ington until after midnight. 


The president planned a busy day 


finishing up pressing public busi- 
ness prior to departing tonight for 
Pittsburgh and the middle west to 
deliver a series of speeches on na- 
tional defense. 
He is anxious that 


the "speeding up" process in congress 
be well under way before his return 
Feb. 4. 


It was indicated today that in the 


middle west the president will de- 
vote his addresses to 
emphasizing 


points made by him in his New York 
speech, although he will also dis- 
cuss practically all important ques-

er was instant!} killed, Pennsylvania passenger train No. 13 was 
wrecked and the liies <>l more than fifty passengers were in 
dangei< 


when the train stiuck McCormick's automobile at the crossing near 
Mead's elevator, west of the Pataskala passenger station last night. The 
accident occurred about »:3O o'clock as the train was hurtling through 
the village at a his.li rate of speed. 


The theory is advanced that parts of the wrecked automobile became 


entangled in the machinery of the big locomotive. 
Engineer Bell felt 


the engine leaving the rails and realizing that the high rate of speed 
Mould be disastrous applied the emergency brakes. 


The sudden application of the brakes derailed the first five cars of the 


Ion;; train. 
These cars before coming to a stop, turned at right angles 


with the track. 
The engine careened like a wounded steed and finally 


came to rest, leaning; heavily. The derailed engine and coaches tore up 
the track for a distance of nearl) 500 feet. 


Railroad men consider it miraculous that more Hies were not lost. 


The engineer and firemen both escaped without a scratch. Several of 
the mail clerks in the three mail coaches attached to the head of 
the 


train were injuied slightly and shaken up but none of them was hart 
so he could not care for himselt. James Masters, one of these clerks 
was the most seriously bruised. 
He was asleep when the accident oo 


curreJfl and a huge pile of" closely packed mall sucks felt upon him. 


It is believed that the engineer was not aware of having' struck Mo* 


Oormiik's machine until alter the train was wrecked. 
His first inBH- 


according1 to statements he felt the wheels of the engine mottnt 


i ails. He applied the emergency brakes promptly. 
He expressed 


lus surprise when informed that his engine had demolished the auto- 
mobile and that th*ie driver of the machine had been killed. 


\one of the cars back of the combination baggage and smoking car 


lelt the rails.

Washington, Jan. 28.—The United 


States in asking all the Eutopoaii 
belligerents to make a general agree- 
ment to square their submarine war- 
fare with the principles of humanity 
and international law has taken the 
position that under changed condi- 
tions of naval warfare, merchant 
ships should carry 
no 
armament 


whatever. 


All the powers have been notifiod 


that unless they subscribe to such 
principles armed merchantmen 
will 


be denied entry to American poi is ex- 
cept under the conditions which ap- 
ply to warships. 


Such a proposal now in the hands 


of the belligerent governments has 
been transmitted in a note which 
while not in actual language is sub- 
stantially as follows- 


It is assumed that all of the gov- 


ernments addressed are equally de- 
sirous of protecting their own sub- 
jects and citizens who are non-com- 
batants from the hazards of subma- 
rine warfare. 


Realizing the appalling loss of life 


of non-combatants which results from 
the destruction of a merchant vessel 
without removing passengers 
and 


crews to places of safety, which is 
leld to bo violative of the principles 
of humanity and of international law 
which should govern the 
maritime 


Warfare, the United Stales at 
the 


same time, does not feel that a bel- 
ligerent should be deprived of the 
right to use submarines in view of 
;he usefulness which they have de- 
veloped since the outbreak of the 
present war. 


That a formula mav be found com- 


jletely within the rules of interna- 
tional law which will require in its 
adoption only a trifling change in the 
practices which have obtained in the 
last and before the war. -which form- 
ula would be just and fair to all bel- 
Igerents it is proposed that' 


First—A non-combatant has 
the 


right to traverse the high .seas in a 
merchant ship entitled to fly a bf>i- 
Igerent flag and rely upon the rules 
of International law and the laws of 
luraanitv if ihe vessel is approached 
iy a belligerent war vessel. 


Second—A merchant vessel of any 


nationality should not be suoject to 
attack unless the belligerent warship 
has warned her to stop.

Washington. January 28.—Great 


Britain's interference with 
neutral 


mails is the subject of a sharp pro- 
test on the part of the United States 
in a note to the British government, 
the text of which was published to- 
day.The communication discloses that 
diplomatic and consular dispatches 
have been treated by British officials 
in a manner regarded by the United 
States as "vexatiously inquisitorial," 
which practices are 
denounced 
as 


"unwarranted interferences." 


The note also cites repeated seiz- 


ures of mail in violation of interna- 
tional law and challenges Great Brit- 
ain's jurisdiction over mails on ships 
touching at British ports. 


Attention is called to the fact that 


"a strong feeling is being aroused" 
in the United States by the loss of 
valuable letters, while foreign bank- 
ers are refusing to cash 
American 


drafts because they have no assur- 
ance that drafts are secure in the 
mails. 


Great 
Britain's 
tentative reply, 


made public with the text of the Am- 
erican note promises without "un- 
necessary delay" to give the results 
of a consultation that is in progress 
between Great Britain and her al- 
lies regarding the policy to be pur- 
sued.

•barged with burglary. 
Mr. P^hret 


was badly shaken up. He says 
he 


was thrown from his seat to the op- 
posite side of th" car and that many 
lassengers v.eie pani'l-stricken when 
he cars rocked in the wreck. People 
n overturned coaches were bruised 
ind jostled. 


Pataskala ';,-« in a depression be- 


tween two grades 
and 
trains are 


said to make hist time through that 
•section when not 
required to stop. 


No. 13 is rated as the fastest train 
between Pittsburgh and 
Columbus. 


The crossing \\here the accident oc- 
curred is protfeted by a bell that 
warns of the approach of a train. 


The train consisted 
of 11 cars. 


There were two 
baggage and two 


mail cars and these, with the engine, 
left tho track. 
The sudden applica- 


tion of air brakes on a heavy train 
moving at unusual speed is ascribed 
by some as probable cause of the 
derailment and 
another 
belief is 


that the 
automobile 
became 
en- 


tangled with the engine and caused 
it to jump the track. 


Charles Sigrist, aged 17. one of 


Mr. Ehret's 
prisoners, 
was hand- 


cuffed when the accident happened. 
He was thrown from his scat and 
his wrists cut by the 
steel 
bands 


when he landed. 


CONDUCTOR MOORE 


•Says Wreck Ws»s Most Fortunate lie 


Kvcr Saw jit 40 Years. 


Jesse Moon, 
conductor 
of 
the 


wrecked train, is a brother of Robert 
Moore of Newark, a B. & O. passen- 
ger conductor. 
After the wreck he 


was taken to Columbus on the re- 
lief train, and as he was practically 
uninjured, and there was a dearth of 
available conductors in 
Columbus, 


he was ordered to take charge of 
No. 44, the 
extra 
fare 
passenger 


train from St. l>onis to New York, 
which lef! Columbus at 3:15 this 
morning. 


This train was detoured to Cen- 


terburg ovor the C. A, & C.. thence 
to Central City on the T. & O. C. 
and to Newark, when it arrived six 
hours after it left Columbus. 


Ho was seen on this train by an 


Advocate reporter to whom he gave 
a vivid account of the wreck

Wilson today 
selected 
Louis 
D. 
Brandeis of Boston to be associate 
Justice of the supreme court to suc- 
ceed the late Justice Laruar. 


Mr. Brandeis is a lawyer who has 


been much in public life during the 
last three years, not only in legal 
work but in various movements for 
social betterment. 
He is a Ken- 


tuckian by birth and is 60 years old. 
He was born and educated in Louis- 
ville, and later at Harvard universi- 
ty, and in 1878 began practicing law 
in Boston. 
He came most notably before the 


public as a national figure six years 
ago through his participation in the 
celebrated 
Ballinger-Pinchot inves- 


tigation in congress in which he was 
counsel for the forces which were 
opposed to Secretary Ballinger and 
sought his removal from office. 
Lat- 


er he was counsel for the shippers 
who opposed the general increases 
in freight rates before the interstate 
commerce commission, and 
during 


the same period he was at the fore- 
front of those who were demanding 
an investigation of the financial af- 
fairs of the New Haven railroad. 


Among his participation in other 


public affairs was 
his appearance 


as counsel for those who fought for 
the validity of workingmen's hours 
of labor law in Oregon, Illinois and 
Ohio, as counsel for those who con- 
tended for the preservation of the 
Boston municipal subway system and 
in establishing the sliding scale gas 
system and the creation of savings 
bank insurance in Massachusetts. 


He was in 1910 chairman of the 


board of arbitration which settled 
the 
New York garment 
makers' 


strike. 
He has written largely and 


is regarded as an authority on pub- 
lic franchises, life insurance, wage 
earners' insurance, scientific 
man- 


agement, labor problems, and 
the 


trust question.' He also has been at 
the forefont of the 
Zionist move- 


ment in the United States and will be 
the first Jew to sit on the bench o£ 
the supreme court.

Under such a 
handicap our export trade has not 
even a fair sport in £ chance. 


"Can American raisers of cotton 


now confronted by combinations of 
European buyers working to depress 
the price of cotton, unite in a joint 
selling campaign to maintain 
the 


price of cotton in Europe? 
"Can American exporters of lum- 


ber demoralized by price cutting at 
home and abroad, combine to uphold 
prices in the Orient? 
"Can American producers of cop- 


per now competing against one an- 
other in selling TO combinations of 
European buyers, stop underbidding 
one another and agree upon prices 
in the European market? 
"Can American manufacturers _ of 


farm implements, now maintaining 
separate 
selling 
organizations 
in 


Russia 
combine 
to maintain

single selling agency to handle all 
their products in Russia? 
"Agriculture, forestry, 
fisheries, 


mining and manufacturing—-the en- 
tire range of 
American industry— 


await answers to these questions. 


"Until these assurances are had 


and these questions positively
